Gilbert, of Christ Church, in a recont 
address told his audience Unit il is 
now proved to be possible to OOIIVPV 
by means of electricity vibrations ol 
light—not only to speak with yom 
distant friend, bat actually to 
him. 
The electroscope—the name 


of the instrument which enabled to 
do this—was the very latest scien- 
tific discovery, and to Dr. Guidralj. 
o? Victoria, belonged the proud dis- 
tinction of being its inventor and 
perfector. 
Mr. Gilbert stated that a 


trial of this wonderful instrument 
had taken place at Melbourne in the 
presence of some forty scientific and 
public men, aud that it Lad been a 
great success. 
Sitting in a dark 


room, they saw projected on al arge 
disk of white burnished metal tbe 
race-course at Flemington, with its 
myriad of active beings. Minute de- 
tails stood out. with perfect fidelity 
to tbe original, and us they looked 
at the wonderful 
picture through 


binocular glasses, it was difficult to 
imagine that they were not actually 
on the course itself and moving 
among those whose actions they 
could so completely scan.

FLORIDA IN StTMMER. 


JACKSONVILLE, FLA., April 29, '84. 
EDS. 
BEPUBUOAN:—My other com- 


munication closed with my arrival at 
.his city and its appearance when 
irst viewed by a stranger to this, 
and oi flowers. I have spent nearly 
he entire week in traveling around 
ihe city and its suburbs, part of tbe 
;ime by the kindness of Mr. "W. S. 
Walker, formerly of Chicago, but for 
the lant four yea'rs a resident of this 
:ity, BBS! a good part of the time by 
using the conveyance nature provi- 
ded »e with, which I find much the 
most pleasant, and I have time to 
see and also to converse with those 
whom I meet There are very many 
very pleasant suburbs, but some of 
;he surroundings of the city are not 
BO inviting to the eye, as the surface 
of the land is quite flat but not 
swampy, while just beyond will be 
seen aiee houses, witb from five to 
iwenty acres in cultivation of veget- 
ables and an orange grove. 


While walking around in the vi- 


cinity of Springfield, a suburb of the 
city, and at a distance of about If 
miles from the city, on the railroad 
.eadiag to Fernandina, I encounter- 
ed a Mr. John Price and family, of 
Aurora, 111., living Lore for two 
yearf. He is a retired Presbyterian 
nininter, now cultivating a nice or- 
ange grove and vegetable garden, 
and one of the greatest talkers I 
bave yet seen. Here I saw the first 
sugar house and cane mill, and also 
met here Mr. E. A. Pratt, of Cham- 
paign, four years from 
Illinois. 


Every one I have seen here who has 
been a resident from two to eight 
years, tells the same story, that the 
aummer is as pleasant as the winter. 
Mr. Walker, above referred to, came 
hew after the physicians said he 
could not live long, and has not 
been out of Jacksonville for over 
three years and he is a long way 
from being a patron of un underta- 
ker. 


One day I took the ferry across 


the river and went abont 2i miles up 
the river, and visited tho celebrated 
Oa);s Grove, owned by the lady 
whore I am stopping, planted out by 
her former ^husband about thirteen 
years ago, and now contains by actual 
count 2,057 trees, oranges, lemons, 
limes and shaddock, besides figs, pe- 
cans, bananas, Japan plums, etc. 
About one-half the trees have been 
in bearing for several years, while 
some of the younger trees are just 
beginning to bear. Here I saw tbe 
firtit bunch of bananas growing, and 
though injured by the cold of the 
past winter, was quite an extensive 
bunch. This place is for sale at §20, 
000, and is considered cheap.

Eev. J. tf. Dimmitt and tlie Way He was 


Treated last Night by His Block. 


Since Bev. J. P. Dimmitt, who enjoys 


the distinction of being the "'Abraham 
Lincoln of the Illinois Conference," be- 
came pastor of the First M. E. church in 
this city, it must be confessed that he has 
labored without ceasing in the interest of 
his charge, his most notable deeds being 
the wiping out of the $15,000 debt on the 
church and his faithful work in connec- 
tion with the late remarkable revival 
conducted by Bev.

Tne "Crazy Girt" case. 


To-day was the day fixed by Judge 


Greer for the postponed inquiry in the 
county court as to the alleged insanity of 
Christian Girl, who is the father of a 
large family, and owns a fine and well 
stocked farm of 160 broad acres within a 
f aw miles of Cerro Gordo, in the Dunkard 
neighborhood. A large number of wit- 
nesses in the case appeared in court, and 
it was expected that the accused, Mr. 
Girl, would be on hand, but he failed to 
materialize. 
No one seemed to know 


where he was or whither he had gone. It 
is known that he was at his home on 
Monday, but since that day he has not 
been seen or heard of. A Dunkard told 
a reporter that it was his opinion that 
Mr. Girl had gone to Iowa to visit his 
brother, who had written him to come 
there as fishing was good. The principal 
prosecuting witness isW. H. Girl, a son 
of the accused, who caused the warrant 
to be issued for the arrest of bis father. 
His attorney is 1, A. Buckingham, and 
the counsel for the defendant is D. L. 
Bonn. The latter knows nothing of Mr. 
Girl's whereabouts, and has not seen him 
since Saturday last, tt was gathered by 
a reporter from the witnesses iu waiting 
that Mr. Girl was feared bj his wife and 
son, though it was admitted that he had 
not assaulted either of them, and others 
said he was a member of the Dunkard 
church, which includes about 150 persons 
and is in charge of three bishops or elders, 
who do the preaching and manage 
church affairs. It is alleged that Mr 
Girl has not conformed to i ho rules of the 
church in every respect; that he wanted 
to boss all the proceedings and failed to 
recognize the most sacred rules of the 
society described in the 15th, ICth and 
17th verses of the 18th chapter of St. 
Matthew, by not confessing faults and 
making friends with the brethren once 
every three months when the quarterly 
meetings are held. And because of his 
strange actionsaudomissions he is thought 
to be crazy, and a lit subject for confine- 
ment in the Jacksonville asylum. In the 
absence of BIr. Girl of course the hearing 
cannot be had, but should he return to 
;he county, or
